ALL  FEES  MUST  BE  PAID  ON  ENTRANCE 

Rooms  are  rented  by  the  term  or  Quarter  and  no  reduction  will  be  made  in  room  rent 
for  absence  during  the  term.  No  reduction  in  board  will  be  made  for  absence  less 
than  two  weeks;  and  no  reduction  will  be  made  for  absence  the  first  two  or  the  last 
two  weeks  of  the  term. 

Homes  in  private  families  including  lodging  and  two  meals  a  day  can  be  secured  for 
$35.00  to  45.00,  and  lunch  can  be  secured  at  the  cafeteria  at  resonable  rates. 

LAUNDRY 

The  West  Tennessee  State  Normal  School  owns  and  operates  a  modern,  sanitary 
laundry.  Students  occupying  rooms  on  the  campus  are  required  to  have  their  laundry 
work  done  here,  and  therefore  pay  the  laundry  fee.  This  rule  has  been  made  for  sani- 
tary reasons  and  is  rigidly  enforced.  No  exceptions  whatever  will  be  made  and  all 
students  who  board  on  the  campus  will  be  required  to  pay  the  laundry  fee. 

WHAT  STUDENTS  FURNISH 

All  heavy  furniture  needed  in  the  rooms  of  the  dormitory  is  furnished  by  the  schoof. 
Single  beds  are  used  almost  exclusively.  Students  furnish  their  own  pillows,  bed  linen, 
bed  covers,  towels,  scarfs,  etc. 

POSTOFFICE 

A  branch  of  the  Memphis  postofEce  has  been  established  in  Prescott  Flats,  just  across 
from  the  campus.  It  affords  the  students  and  school  authorities  every  postoffice  con- 
venience.    Mail  should  be  addressed  to  West  Tenn.  State  Normal,  Normal,  Tenn. 

RAILROAD  AND  EXPRESS  OFFICE 

The  Southern  Railway  has  a  depot,  called  Normal,  located  on  the  school  ground. 
Pupils  should,  if  possible,  when  leaving  home,  buy  tickets  and  check  baggage  to  Normal. 
If  this  cannot  be  done,  then  upon  arrival  at  New  Union  Station,  Memphis,  buy  ticket, 
check  baggage  to  Normal.  Pupils  who  come  on  the  Illinois  Central  will  transfer  to  New 
Union  Station  and  then  buy  ticket  and  check  baggage  as  above.  Efforts  should  be 
made  to  arrive  in  Memphis  in  daytime.  A  member  of  the'f  acuity  will  meet  new  students 
at  the  station  if  the  exact  time  of  the  arrival  of  the  train  is  given.  The  Normal  School 
street  car,  leaving  Main  and  Madison  avenue  every  thirty  minutes,  will  take  pupils  to 
the  Normal  building.  Baggage  should  be  checked  plainly,  care  of  West  Tennessee 
State  Normal  School,  Normal,  via  Memphis,  Tennessee. 

SOCIAL  ACTIVITIES  AND  LECTURES 

Not  all  the  time  at  the  Normal  School  is  devoted  to  work,  for  many  interesting  events 
make  the  social  feature  of  this  institution  a  very  important  one.  During  the  summer 
of  1920,  we  were  entertained  by  several  splendid  lectures  given  by  noted  writers, 
speakers,  and  teachers  such  as  Dr.  Lincoln  Hulley,  President  of  John  B.  Stetson  LTni- 
versity,  Florida,  Mr.  L.  G.  Painter  of  Mississippi  State  College  for  Women,  and  Dr. 
Reuben  Post  Halleck  of  Louisville,  Ky.     A  most  delightful  afternoon  was  spent  on  the 
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Mississppi  River  as  guests  of  a  boat  ride  tendered  the  students  and  faculty  by  the 
Memphis  Chamber  of  Commerce.  During  the  Country  Life  Conference,  each  evening 
after  lectures  on  the  lawn,  ice-cream  was  served  and  some  good  picture  thrown  on  the 
screen  to  entertain  further  the  audience.  A  Social  Committee  of  the  Faculty  provided 
an  entertainment  of  local  talent  consisting  of  song,  story  and  plays,  on  open  Friday 
nights,  which  proved  very  delightful. 

The  real  genius  of  the  student  body,  however,  was  brought  into  play  at  the  Fourth  of 
July  celebration  in  which  each  County  and  State  Club,  in  some  forceful,  yet  attractive, 
way,  brought  into  prominence  the  chief  products,  arts,  or  institutions  for  which  it  is 
noted.  All  twenty-one  counties  of  West  Tennessee  were  represented,  as  well  as  several 
counties  from  Middle  and  East  Tennessee  and,  in  addition,  the  seven  other  states  from 
which  our  students  came.  As  a  closing  feature  of  this  entertainment,  the  babies,  or 
Practice  School,  illustrated  the  fact  that  it  does  not  take  size  to  make  volume  when  they 
gave  three  lusty  Rah's  for  Normal.  Following  the  demonstration,  our  county  superin- 
tendents and  many  noted  visitors  were  our  guests  at  a  barbecue  given  in  their  honor 
by  the  President,  Dr.  Kincannon,  representing  our  Normal  School. 

Arrangements  are  being  made  for  many  special  features  for  this  summer.  The 
Chamber  of  Commerce  will  tender  the  student  body  a  free  boat  ride  and  a  "Seeing 
Memphis"  excursion.  Parties  will  be  organized  for  the  study  of  the  Park  systems, 
zoological  gardens,  architecture,  art  galleries,  and  museums  of  the  city.  A  strong  list 
of  special  lectures,  entertainments,  and  musical  attractions  will  be  offered.  Mr.  Arthur 
Nevin,  the  Municipal  Director  of  Music  and  Drama,  will  assist  in  staging  a  pageant. 

TWILIGHT  STORY  HOUR 

For  a  number  of  years,  during  the  Summer  Term  of  the  West  Tennessee  Normal 
School,  the  twilight  hour  has  been  enjoyed  as  the  Story  Hour. 

Every  Tuesday  and  Thursday  evening  large  numbers  of  the  faculty,  students,  and 
friends  of  the  school  have  gathered  on  the  massive  stone  steps  in  front  of  the  Adminis- 
tration Building  and  for  an  hour  have  listened  to  stories,  sung  folk  songs,  and  looked 
at  folk  dances  on  the  green. 

The  object  of  this  hour  is  three-fold;  to  entertain  and  give  joy;  to  afford  observation 
and  discussion  of  the  best  story-telling;  and  for  exchange  of  story  material. 

These  successive  meetings  are  devoted  to  the  telling  of  modern  fairy-tales,  hero 
stories,  Norse  myths,  and  folk-tales  of  the  East,  stories  for  special  days  and  holidays, 
folk-tales  of  the  American  Indians,  humorous  stories,  animal  stories,  Bible  and  histori- 
cal stories. 

These  stories  have  been  told  by  the  instructor  in  story-telling,  other  members  of  the 
faculty,  members  of  the  class,  and  the  very  best  story-tellers  in  the  city  of  Memphis. 

This  Summer  Quarter  we  will  continue  to  have  the  Storj  Hour  on  Tuesday  and 
Thursday  evenings  at  seven  o'clock.  The  best  story-tellers  that  can  be  secured  will  tell 
the  stories  of  Beowulf,  Siegfried,  Ulysses,  King  Arthur,  The  Three  Weavers,  Joseph, 
Uncle  Remus,  Folk -Stories  and  Fairy  Stories. 

At  least  two  story  festivals  will  be  given.  Any  one  who  desires  may  attend  the  Story 
Hours. 

SUNDAY  VESPER  SERVICES 

Experience  has  shown  that  no  service  held  here  during  the  summer  has  been  more 
attractive  or  more  appreciated  than  what  has  sometimes  been  called  the  Sunset  Service. 
Holding  this  service  at  this  hour  enables  the  faculty  and  the  students  of  the  summer 
school  to  unite  in  one  common  service  without  at  all  interfering  with  their  attending  the 
churches  of  their  choice  in  the  city.  This  Service,  which  will  always  be  kept  within  one 
hour,  will  begin  at  six-thirty  o'clock.  It  will  consist  of  congregational  singing  and  a 
brief  address  by  some  prominent  minister  or  layman.  We  hope  to  have  the  churches 
near  the  Normal  School  unite  with  us  in  this  service.  The  services  are  held  on 
our  beautiful  campus.

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SWIMMING  POOL 

Few  institutions  can  boast  of  an  "Old  Swimming  Hole",  but  the  West  Tennessee 
Normal  School  has  one  that  is  real  and  close  to  nature.  It  is  out  doors  in  the  open  air 
and  contains  several  million  gallons  of  pure  artesian  well  water.  Its  depth  is  from  noth- 
ing to  ten  feet,  and  the  bottom  is  made  from  the  sands  of  the  sea.  Its  crookedness  is 
only  exceeded  by  its  wonderful  rippling  beauty  as  the  waves  lap  the  sandy  and  irreg- 
ularly sloping  banks  Diving  boards,  ducking  barrels,  life  lines,  and  other  necessary 
equipment  are  furnished  for  the  enjoyment  of  all  students  A  plunge  in  this  cool  lake 
is  necessary  to  complete  the  recreation  and  enjoyment  of  all  summer  quarter  students. 

COUNTRY  LIFE  CONFERENCE 

A  country  life  conference  was  held  at  the  West  Tennessee  Normal  during  the  summer 
quarter  of  1919  It  was  repeated  again  in  1920  and  found  so  profitable  that  it  was  made 
a  permanent  feature  and  is  now  to  be  an  annual  affair  given  during  each  summer  quarter 
Some  of  the  ablest  and  best  men  and  women  in  the  rural  field  were  in  attendance  last 
summer  and  not  only  were  interesting  speakers  but  they  took  up  and  made  plans  where- 
by the  country  teachers  were  benifited,  and  helped  them  to  solve  conditions  back  in  the 
rural  most  sections  Sanitation,  health,  entertainment,  good  roads,  schools,  churches, 
farming,  and  many  other  interesting  phases  of  rural  life  were  brought  out. 

The  conferences  are  held  out  doors  in  the  open  air  just  after  the  evening  meal  and 
usually  last  one  or  two  weeks  Plans  for  a  bigger  conference  this  summer  quarter  are 
already  under  preparation,  and  a  completed  program  will  soon  come  from  the  presss. 
Every  phase  of  country  life  conditions  will  be  discussed  by  men  and  women  who  are 
actually  doing  these  things  and  it  will  be  worth  the  time  and  money  of  any  student  to 
attend  these  valuable  meetings, 

NORMAL  SCHOOL  FARM 

One  of  the  outstanding  features  of  the  West  Tennessee  Normal  is  the  school  farm 
which  adjoins  the  campus  and  is  really  a  part  of  the  big  organization  A  prize  winning 
herd  of  pure-bred  Holsteins  furnish  about  tweuty-five  gallons  of  pure,  rich  milk  every 
day  for  the  students  to  use.  Scissors  Duroc-Jersey  hogs  help  to  furnish  the  meat,  while 
Government  White  Leghorn  chickens  contribute  the  eggs.  A  splendid  fresh  vegetable 
garden  keeps  the  dining  tables  covered  with  the  very  best;  while  animal  husbandry, 
dairying,  poultry  husbandry,  farm  management,  agricultural  education  and  many  other 
subjects  are  offered  in  the  courses  of  instruction 

MOTION  PICTURES 

The  Normal  School  believes  in  the  motion  picture,  and  for  that  reason  it  teaches  this 
as  a  regular  subject.  Not  only  is  the  subject  taught  but  it  is  one  of  the  big  entertainment 
features  of  the  institution.  Once  each  week  a  complete  photoplay  is  given  in  the  main 
school  auditorium  for  the  benifit  of  the  student  body.  The  school  orchestra  furnishes 
music  for  the  occasion  and  it  becomes  a  place  of  real  recreation,  entertainment,  and 
instruction. 

Students  are  taught  the  value  of  motion  pictures,  how  to  use  tbem,  and  how  to  secure 
them,  censor,  and  select  material  suitable  for  schools  and  churches,  and  last,  for  the 
biggest  thing  in  rural  life,  that  of  wholesome  and  uplifting  entertainment  for  the  country 
people. 

MODEL  SCHOOL 

A  model  school  for  demonstration  in  charge  of  a  specially  trained  child  expert  has  been 
established  in  the  West  Tennessee  Normal  School  building  under  the  department  of 
education.  In  this  model  school  the  students  of  the  Normal  School  have  the  opportun- 
ity of  observing  the  children  actually  at  work.  Model  lesson  plans  will  be  furnished  by 
the  teachers  in  the  department  of  education  illustrating  the  principles  of  educational 
processes. 
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PRIMARY  WORK 

It  is  well  understood  that  the  work  in  the  primary  grades  in  our  public  schools  is  the 
most  important  part  of  the  school  work.  It  is  important  because  it  is  fundamental,  and 
also  because  of  the  large  number  of  pupils  in  those  grades.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  Normal 
School  to  strenghten  the  teaching  in  all  grades  of  school  work,  but  it  places  special  em- 
phasis on  the  teaching  of  the  early  grades.  During  every  term  general  professional 
courses  bearing  upon  the  teaching  of  primary  work  and  also  particular  methods  and 
content  courses  are  given  for  this  preparation. 

For  the  multitude  of  primary  teachers  who  come  to  the  Summer  School  additional 
opportunities  are  offered,  and  many  courses  which  will  appeal  to  them  will  be  found 
scheduled  in  the  following  pages.  The  teachers  who  will  have  charge  of  this  work  have 
had  successful  experience  in  the  class  room,  combined  with  the  best  professional  training 

Regular  work  in  the  first  grades  will  be  conducted  in  the  Normal  School  building  dur- 
ing the  Summer,  which  will  afford  teachers  opportunity  of  seeing  educational  theory 
reduced  to  practice.  Among  the  various  courses  offered  in  the  Summer  School  which 
should  appeal  to  primary  teachers  are  the  following:  Primary  methods  in  reading  and 
language;  primary  methods  in  arithmetic,  geography  and  nature  study;  child  study, 
story-telling  and  dramatization,  games,  folk  dances  and  school  room  gymnastics  for 
grade  1-4,  juvenile  literature,  construction  work  for  primary  grades,  school  music,  and 
content  courses  in  every  department.  From  this  wealth  of  courses  the  most  exacting 
primary  teacher  will  be  able  to  find  work  adapted  to  her  needs. 


TERMS  OF  ADMISSION 

Statutory  Provisions — Under  the  provisions  of  the  law  establishing  the  State 
Normal  School,  all  white  males  or  females  resident  in  the  State  of  Tennessee  not  under 
sixteen  years  of  age  are  eligible  for  admission,  provided  they  shall  pledge  themselves  to 
teach  in  the  schools  of  the  State,  within  six  years  after  leaving  the  school,  for  as  long  a 
time  as  they  shall  have  attended  the  school. 

Health — No  applicant  will  be  admitted  who  can  not  furnish  evidence  of  being  physi- 
cally sound,  free  from  contagious  or  infectious  disease,  and  from  chronic  defects  that 
would  prevent  satisfactory  work  as  a  student  or  militate  against  success  as  a  teacher. 

Character — Every  applicant  for  admission  must  present  a  certificate  of  good  moral 
character  signed  by  a  responsible  person.  The  State  is  under  obligation  for  the  profes- 
sional training  of  no  person  that  is  not  qualified  to  exert  a  wholesome  spiritual  influence 
upon  the  lives  of  children. 

Scholastic  Requirements — Two  years  of  High  School  work  are  required  of  stu- 
dents for  admission  to  the  third  year  certificate  course.  For  admission  to  all  other 
courses  the  student  must  have  completed  a  standard  High  School  course,  or  equivalent, 
provided  students  twenty-one  years  old  or  older  who  desire  to  become  teachers  may  be 
admitted  and  have  special  courses  made  for  them. 

Candidates  for  admission  should  write  for  an  admission  blank,  which  provides  for  a 
complete  statement  of  all  work  done  elsewhere,  and  for  the  official  signatures  necessary 
for  proper  certification.  All  work  thus  credited  is  accepted  conditionally,  and  the  credit 
given  will  be  cancelled  if  the  student  is  found  unable  to  do  proficient  work  in  the  subjects 
to  which  he  is  admitted. 


COURSES  OFFERED 

The  West  Tennessee  State  Normal  School  offers  regular  courses  as  follows: 

1.  For  students  who  have  completed  a  standard  two-year  or  ten-grade  course. 
(1.)    The  three-year  Certificate  course.    The  completion  of  this  course  entitles 

one  to  teach  in  the  elementary  schools  of  the  State  without  examination. 

2.  For  graduates  of  standard  four-year  High  Schools. 
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(1.)  The  one-year  certificate  course,  the  completion  of  which  confers  the  same  privi- 
leges as  the  three-year  certificate  course  above. 

(2.)  The  two-year  certificate  course.  Students  who  complete  this  course  are 
entitled  to  teach  in  any  public  school  of  the  State  except  County  High  Schools  of  the  first 
class. 

(3.)  The  Diploma  Course.  Those  who  complete  this  course  will  receive  a  diploma 
conferring  the  right  to  teach  in  any  Public  School  of  the  State. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 

The  minimum  requirements  for  graduation  are  as  follows : 

1.  For  the  three-year  Certificate  Course  170  credits;  147  credits  prescribed;  23  elec- 
tive. 

2.  For  the  one-year  Certificate  Course  60  credits  all  prescribed.  Students  may  be 
required  to  do  additional  work. 

3.  For  the  two-year  Certificate  Course  114  credits;  96  credits  prescribed;  18  elective  • 
The  student  must  carry  one  elective  subject  through  the  two  years  making  at  least  18 
credits  as  a  Major. 

4.  For  the  three-year  Diploma  Course  162  credits;  110  credits  prescribed;  52  elec- 
tive. The  student  must  carry  two  electives  each  through  two  years,  a  minimum  of  18 
credits  each  as  majors. 

5.  The  minimum  time  necessary  to  receive  any  kind  of  Certificate  or  Diploma  from 
the  Normal  School  will  be  three  full  quarters  or  thirty-six  weeks.  Two  Summer 
Terms  may  count  as  one  regular  term  of  twelve  weeks. 

SPECIAL  CERTIFICATES 

Special  Certificates  in  the  departments  of  Agriculture,  Manual  Training,  Home 
Economics  and  Commercial,  will  be  awarded  to  any  graduate  of  the  West  Tennessee 
State  Normal  School  who  completes  all  the  courses  offered  in  such  department. 

CREDITS  IN  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  TENNESSEE 

The  following  statements  from  Doctor  James  D.  Hoskins,  Dean,  shows  the  credit 
allowed  in  the  University  of  Tennessee  to  graduates  of  the  three-year  course  of  the 
State  Normal  Schools: 

"Graduates  of  the  State  Normal  Schools  who  have  completed  the  three  years'  course 
will  be  given  credit  for  99  term  hours  in  the  School  of  Education,  College  of  Liberal  Arts, 
of  the  University  of  Tennessee.  If  the  Normal  School  credits  include  the  absolute  en- 
trance and  collegiate  requirements  of  the  University  of  Tennessee  the  Normal  School 
graduate  will  be  admitted  to  the  Senior  class  of  the  University  of  Tennessee." 

CREDITS  IN  THE  PEABODY  COLLEGE  FOR  TEACHERS 

~^ 
The  following  statement  from  Dr.  Thomas  Alexander,  Chairman  of  the  Entrance  and 

Credits  Committee,  shows  the  credits  allowed  in  the  Peabody  College  to  graduates  of 

the  three-year  course  of  the  State  Normal  Schools: 

"It  would  be  reasonable  to  expect,  when  we  receive  a  graduate  of  your  three-year 

course  who  had  completed  before  entrance  with  you  the  fifteen  units  of  high  school  work 

that  we  shall  grant  three  years  of  credit." 

CERTIFICATES  AND  RENEWALS 

The  following  regulations  relative  to  State  examinations  and  certificates  have  been 
approved  by  State  Superintendent  Albert  S.  Williams: 
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1 .  A  State  examination  for  teachers'  certificates  will  be  conducted  at  the  State 
Normal  School  during  the  Summer  Quarter. 

2.  Under  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1917,  a  five-year  teach- 
er's certificate  may  be  converted  into  a  permanent  certificate  at  the  expiration  of  the 
five  years  for  which  the  certificate  was  issued,  provided  the  holder  has  not  discontinued 
school  work  for  as  many  as  three  successive  years  Holders  of  five-year  or  permanent 
certificates  are  not  required  to  take  the  reading  circle  work,  but  are  urged  to  do  so. 
A  permanent  certificate  may  be  revoked  should  the  holder  discontinue  teaching  for  three 
years, 

3.  The  holder  of  a  two  year  teachers'  certificate  may  have  the  same  renewed  for  two 
years  provided  he  has  attended  at  least  one  term  at  the  State  Normal  School  or  some 
other  school  accredited  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  during  the  life  of  his  certificate 
and  done  satisfactory  work  in  at  least  three  courses. 


STATE  EXAMINATIONS 

Elementary  Course.  Those  who  are  applicants  for  elementary  certificates  will  be 
required  to  stand  examinations  on  the  following  subjects:  Spelling,  Arithmetic,  Music, 
Writing  and  Drawing,  Grammar,  Reading,  Physiology,  Geography,  U.  S.  History, 
Tennessee  History  and  one  professional  course. 

High  School  Course.  Teachers  desiring  High  School  certificates  may  take  the  work 
in  groups  as  follows: 

English  Group — Spelling,  Grammar,  Rhetoric,  English  Literature,  American  Litera- 
ture and  a  professional  course. 

Mathematics  Group — Spelling,  Grammar,  Arithmetic,  Algebra,  Plane  and  Solid 
Geometry  and  a  professional  course. 

History  Group — Spelling,  Grammar,  English  History,  American  History,  Civics 
Ancient,  Mediaeval  and  Modern  History,  and  a  professional  course. 

Latin  Group — Spelling,  Grammar,  Caesar,  Cicero,Virgil,  and  aprofessional  course. 

Science  Group — Spelling,  Grammer,  Physics,  Physical  Geography,  Chemistry- 
Agriculture,  Biology,  Physiology,  and  a  professional  course. 

Home  Economics  Group — Spelling,  Grammar,  Cooking,  Household  Sanitation, 
Sewing  and  a  professional  course. 

Composite  Group — For  Principals  and  Teachers  in  Third  Class  High  Schools — 
Spelling,  Grammar,  Rhetoric,  Arithmetic,  Algebra,  Ancient,  Medieaval  and  Modern 
History,  Biology,  and  a  professional  course. 

Certificates  shall  be  designated  and  granted  as  elementary  certificates  of  the  first  or 
second  grade,  or  high -school  certificates  of  the  first  or  second  grade  A  first-grade  certi- 
ficate shall  be  valid  for  a  period  of  five  years  from  date  of  issue,  and  the  second-grade 
certificate  for  a  period  of  two  years. 

To  obtain  a  first-grade  certificate  the  applicant  must  be  at  least  nineteen  years  of  age, 
must  have  had  at  least  eight  months'  teaching  experience,  and  must  make  an  average 
grade  of  85  per  cent  on  the  subjects  prescribed  on  examination,  not  falling  below  70  on 
any  subject  An  applicant  who  makes  a  first  grade  average  as  required  above,  but  who 
does  not  possess  the  required  teaching  experience,  will  be  granted  a  second-grade  certi- 
ficate, which  may  be  changed  to  a  first-grade  certificate  after  eight  months  of  successful 
teaching  as  certified  to  by  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  or  the  county  high- 
school  board  of  education, 

Professional  Certificates — The  law  provides  that  professional  certificates  shall  be 
issued  by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  as  follows: 

1 .  An  elementary  certificate  of  the  first  grade,  to  the  applicant  who  has  completed 
the  Academic  Course  of  the  State  Normal  School. 

2.  A  certificate  good  in  all  schools  except  four-year  high  schools  of  the  first  class  to 
the  applicant  who  has  completed  the  Normal  Course  of  the  State  Normal  School. 
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TEACHERS  MUST  HOLD  CERTIFICATES 

The  law  says  that  no  person  shall  be  employed  to  teach  in  any  public  school  of  the 
State  or  receive  pay  for  teaching  out  of  the  public  school  funds  until  he  has  received  a 
certificate  from  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction.  No  such  payment 
shall  be  allowed  if  made  and  any  officer  who  shall  make  or  sanction  the  same  shall  be 
subjected  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  Five  ($5.00)  Dollars  nor  more  than  Fifty  ($50.00) 
Dollars.  No  person,  therefore,  must  begin  to  teach  expecting  to  receive  a  certificate 
later,  as  no  one  can  legally  be  paid  for  such  work. 

INSTITUTE  ATTENDANCE 

By  law  it  is  the  duty  of  all  teachers  in  any  county  of  the  State  to  attend  the  full  term 
of  any  county  institute  held  for  teachers  of  his  race  in  that  county  under  the  provisions 
made  by  the  State  and  County  Superintendents  of  Public  Instruction;  but,  in  lieu  of 
attendance  upon  the  institute  in  his  county,  a  teacher  may  attend  a  similar  institute  in 
any  other  county  in  the  State  in  the  same  year,  or  take  regular  work  in  a  Summer 
Quarter  of  one  of  the  State  Normal  Schools  or  any  regularly  organized  Summer  school 
of  good  standing.  The  County  Superintendent  must  furnish  to  the  State  Superintend- 
ent a  list  of  the  teachers  of  his  county  who  failed  to  comply  with  this  law. 

DETAILED  STATEMENT 

of 

COURSE  OF  STUDY  FOR  THE  SUMMER  SCHOOL 

In  arranging  the  Course  of  Study  for  the  Summer  Quarter  of  the  West  Tennessee 
State  Normal  School,  the  Faculty  has  kept  in  mind  particularly  that  class  of  students 
who  desire  to  do  a  serious  grade  of  school  work  for  ten  weeks,  work  for  which  they  will 
receive  full  credit,  not  only  on  certificates,  but  for  graduation  from  the  full  course  at  the 
school.  It  will  be  observed  that  a  majority  of  the  courses  to  be  given  are  the 
regular  courses  offered  by  the  school  during  the  other  school  quarters;  but  review 
courses  in  all  the  common  school  subjects  are  also  offered.  The  review  courses  will  be 
completed  each  term  of  the  Summer  Quarter.  It  is  not  expected  that  students  of  the 
Normal  School  will  devote  themselves  exclusively  to  review  work;  and  no  students, 
therefore,  will  be  allowed  to  take  more  than  three  such  courses  during  each  term  of 
the  Summer  Quarter. 

CREDITS 

The  maximum  number  of  credits  which  a  student  may  secure  during  the  Summer 
Quarter  is  20  Students  will  not  be  allowed  credit  for  more  than  20  recitation  hours.  If 
these  hours  are  all  in  regular  courses  the  maximum  credits  will  be  20;  but  if  some  are 
review  subjects,  the  number  of  credits  will  be  smaller  Ten  credits  will  be  the  maximum 
for  each  term  of  five  weeks. 

Students  must  take  at  least  three  courses  requiring  a  minimum  of  12  recitation  hours 
unless  excused  by  the  President.  Only  two  credits  will  be  allowed  for  a  review  Course. 
As  stated  above,  the  maximum  number  of  credits  which  a  student  may  secure  during  the 
Summer  Quarter  is  20,  and  no  student  will  be  allowed  to  register  for  more,  except  by 
consent  of  the  President. 

STUDENTS  ARE  NOT  PERMITTED  TO  VISIT  CLASSES 

Students  are  not  permitted  to  visit  classes  in  which  they  are  not  regularly  enrolled, 
except  upon  presentation  of  a  card  issued  by  the  President,  and  no  card  will  be  issued 
for  visiting  the  same  class  more  than  once  Certificates  of  attendance  will  not  be  issued 
nor  will  credit  be  given  to  those  not  completing  the  entire  term's  work  and  taking  the 
final  examinations.     The  Summer  Quarter  will  be  divided  into  two  terms. 
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It  is  the  purpose  of  this  institution  to  make  the  Summer  Quarter  a  real  school  and  to 
discourage  rapid  reviews,  "cramming,"  and  any  other  superficial,  learn-quick  processes. 

Review  courses  wbich  call  for  five  recitation  hours  a  week  in  the  Summer  will  receive 
2  credits;  and  those  calling  for  four  extending  throughout  the  entire  summer  quarter  will 
receive  4  credits;  certain  laboratory  courses  which  meet  six  days  in  the  week  will  receive 
additional  credits  according  to  time. 

Courses  having  four  credits  extend  throughout  the  summer  quarter  of  ten  weeks. 
Those  who  are  compelled  to  discontinue  school  at  the  end  of  the  first  term  of  five  weeks 
will  receive  two  credits.  Courses  carrying  two  credits  are  completed  in  one  term  of 
five  weeks.  Courses  continuing  throughout  the  summer  quarter  of  ten  weeks  may  be 
entered  for  the  second  term  of  five  weeks,  for  which  two  credits  will  be  given. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  EDUCATION 
President  Kincannon,  Dr.  Finley,  Miss  Pritchett,  Miss  Coopei 

The  Department  of  Education  calls  the  attention  of  the  prospective  students  to  the 
splendid  course  of  studies  it  is  offering  in  the  Summer  Quarter.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  Summer  Quarter  is  largely  attended  by  advanced  students  and  experienced  teachers 
the  course  of  studies  of  this  department  emphasizes  pedagogy,  psychology,  adminis- 
tration, intelligence  testing,  and  all  of  those  studies  which  the  more  advanced  students 
are  seeking. 

The  department  also  is  offering  a  large  number  of  studies  which  will  be  of  interest  to 
the  undergraduates  who  are  making  up  credits  needed  for  graduation. 

There  is  a  psychological  clinic  connected  with  this  department  to  which  children  may 
be  brought  for  testing  and  observation  by  those  who  are  psychologically  trained  in  this 
kind  of  work.  Many  trips  also  are  taken  during  the  Summer  Quarter  to  the  juvenile 
court,  insane  hospitals,  reform  schools  and  other  institutions  where  one  may  gain  in- 
sight into  the  abnormal  phases  of  psychology. 

EDUCATION   30— Elementary    Psychology MISS    COOPER 

Text:  Colvin  and  Bagley's  Human  Behavior.  This  course  intends  to  be  a  good 
introduction  to  the  general  subject  of  Psychology.  Most  of  the  important  facts  and 
principles  of  psychic  life  will  be  presented  from  the  educational  point  of  view. 

Third  Year  Academic  Rank. 

Full  Quarter.     Four  periods  a  week.     Four  credits. 

EDUCATION  31— Principles  of  Teaching MISS  COOPER 

Text:  Strayers  and  Norsworthy.  This  course  will  afford  a  study  of  the  various 
principles  that  control  all  successful  teaching.  The  formal  steps  in  teaching  explained 
and  illustrated  by  model  lessons.  The  teachers'  preparation  of  the  lesson.  Drill  is 
given  in  making  lesson  outlines  and  plans. 

Third  Year  Academic  Rank. 

Full  Quarter.     Four  periods  a  week — Four  credits. 

EDUCATION  40— Primary  Methods— Section  1 MISS  PRITCHETT 

First  term,  reading  and  language  for  primary  grades.  Principles  of  class-room  meth- 
od discussed  and  illustrated.  Suggestions  as  to  first  lessons  in  reading;  oral  and  silent 
reading;  seat  work;  sources  of  material  in  language;  oral  work;  composition,  spelling  and 
penmanship  in  relation  to  composition. 
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Second  term,  number  work.  The  cbilds'  number  sense  and  number  experiences;  oral 
and  written  work,  correlation  with  activities.  Nature  study  and  Home  Geography, 
methods  and  topics,  illustrative  lessons.

EDUCATION  42— Observation  and  Practice MISS  STEVENS 

Several  Primary  grades  will  be  organized  in  the  Normal  School  during  the  Summer 
term  and  lessons  in  primary  subjects  will  be  taught.  This  course  will  be  open  for  obser- 
vation and  practice  for  those  regularly  registered  in  the  courses  in  primary  methods  and 
others  desiring  credits. 

Fourth  Year  Academic  Rank. 

Full  Quarter.    Four  periods  a  week — Four  credits. 


EDUCATION  47— Story-telling  and  Dramatization -MISS  PRITCHETT 

This  coures  is  a  study  of  the  educational  story  and  its  application  to  all  primary  work, 
Also  gives  an  opportunity  to  study  the  art  of  story-telling  and  dramatization.  Stories 
will  be  told  and  dramitized  in  class. 

Fourth  Year  Academic  Rank.

EDUCATION  48— Rural  Education MISS  COOPER 

Text :  Betts  and  Hall,  Better  Rural  Schools.  In  this  course  special  attention  will  be 
given  to  Rural  Teachers'  problems  both  economic  and  social.  Educative  and  construc- 
tive seat  work  and  sense  training.  Classification  and  grouping  of  children  according  to 
mentality  and  conditions.  Condition  of  studies.  The  use  and  value  of  environment 
of  the  rural  schools. 

Fourth  Year  Academic  Rank. 

Full  Quarter.     Four  periods  a  week — Four  credits. 


EDUCATION  50,  51— General  Psychology DR.  FINLEY 

The  text  used  is  Breese's  Psychology.  This  course  attempts  to  present  a  systematic 
view  of  mental  life  with  particular  attention  to  the  laws  governing  mental  activity. 
Some  attention  will  also  be  given  to  social  and  abnormal  psychology .     The  text  will  be 
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supplemented  by  lectures  and  assigned  readings.     Most  of  the  new  phases  of  psychologi- 
cal life  are  introduced  in  this  course. 

Freshman  College  Rank. 

Full  Quarter.     Four  periods  a  week — Four  credits. 


EDUCATION  52— Child  Study MISS  COOPER 

Text  to  be  selected.  This  course  is  a  study  of  the  instincts  and  other  factors  as  they 
make  their  appearance  in  the  child's  development.  Heredity  and  environment  will  be 
discussed.  Studies  in  types  of  children.  Normal,  subnormal  and  precocious  types  and 
suggestions,  based  on  actual  experiences,  offered  as  to  dealing  with  the  various  types 
found  in  the  average  school  room.     Mental  tests  explained  and  applied. 

Freshman  College  Rank. 

Full  Quarter.     Four  periods  a  week — Four  credits. 

EDUCATION  61— Adolescent  Psychology DR.  FINLEY 

Texts :  There  will  be  no  special  text  book  for  this  class,  but  references  will  be  given 
to  several  authors  on  adolescence.  The  class  lectures  will  be  supplemented  by  reports 
from  the  members  of  the  class.  This  course  contemplates  the  extension  of  Education 
52  and  includes  in  its  scope  that  period  of  life  between  pubescencs  and  relatively  com- 
plete maturity.  This  period  is  marked  by  many  sided  interests,  as  club  life,  gang  spirit, 
and  team  work.  A  knowledge  of  this  epoch  which  is  formative  in  the  youth  for  charac- 
ter building  and  selecting  of  life's  vocations  is  extremely  important  for  the  teacher  in 
secondary  education.  Many  valuable  suggesstions  in  vocational  guidance  and  psycho- 
logical adjustment  will  be  made. 

Sophomore  College  Rank. 

Full  Quarter  with  four  periods  a  week — Four  credits. 


EDUCATION  62— School  Administration DR.  FINLEY 

The  text  will  be  E.  P.  Cubberly's  Administration.  This  course  is  a  library  and  lec- 
ture course,  dealing  with  the  administrative  problems  and  school  laws  which  every 
teacher  should  know. 

Sophomore  College  Rank. 

Full  Quarter.     Four  periods  a  week — Four  credits . 

EDUCATION  65— Supervision  in  Primary  Grades MISS  PRITCHETT 

Open  to  teachers  of  successful  experience,  principals  and  primary  supervisors.  The 
first  term,  fundementals  of  criticisms  and  supervision  of  instruction  and  how  to  make 
these  helpful  will  be  discussed  and  illustrated.  The  second  term,  the  qualifications  and 
problems  of  successful  supervisions  in  city  and  rural  schools  will  be  studied. 

Sophomore  College  Rank.

DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE 
Professor  Teuton 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  is  trying  to  meet  in  a  practical  way  the  needs  of  the 
rural  school  teacher  and  the  every-day  farmer  throughout  West  Tennessee  and  the 
Memphis  territory.  For  this  purpose  the  department  is  well  organized  into  sections  of 
field  crops,  animal  husbandry,  dairying,  orcharding,  horticulture,  poultry  husbandry. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  CHEMISTRY 
Professor  Hayden 

Attention  to  the  part  that  Chemistry  plays  in  the  industrial  life  of  a  country  will  con- 
vince the  most  skeptical  of  the  need  of  this  subject  being  taught  in  our  schools.  Through 
its  agency  an  understanding  of  crop  fertilizers  has  been  accomplished.  This  has  brought 
about  greater  production  of  food  and  clothing  crops.  Again  chemistry  has  made  pos- 
sible a  greater  utilization  of  the  products  of  cotton  seed,  flax  seed,  peanuts,  cereals,  and 
various  kinds  of  nuts.  More  economical  methods  of  separating  metals  from  their  ores 
has  put  them  to  many  new  uses.  Tanning  of  leather,  iron  and  wood  substitutes,  and 
vulcanizing  of  rubber  are  mainly  chemical  processes.  Chemistry  has  made  the  manu- 
facture and  use  of  dyes  an  almost  unlimited  field. 

In  addition  to  the  influence  Chemistry  has  had  in  the  development  of  the  industries, 
it  has  become  a  fundemental  subject  in  the  study  of  Medicine,  Biology,  Agriculture  and 
Home  Economics. 

The  West  Tennessee  Normal  School  has  ample  facilities  for  taking  care  of  one  hund- 
red students  in  Chemistry.  A  modern  and  complete  equipment  is  maintained  for  this 
work.     Only  a  nominal  fee  of  $1.00  a  course  each  term  is  charged.

CHEMISTRY  64— Organic  Chemistry.

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COMMERCIAL  DEPARTMENT 
Professor  Deen;  Miss  Mary  Pritchett. 

The  aims  of  this  department  are  (1)  to  make  it  possible  for  teachers  to  secure  a  know- 
ledge of  business  subjects  as  a  part  of  their  general  education.  The  keeping  of  accounts 
is  necessary  to  every  individual;  and  the  mastery  of  typewriting  and  shorthand  gives 
him  a  possession  of  inestimable  value  in  his  studies  as  well  as  in  any  business  or  profes- 
sion in  which  he  may  engage;  (2)  but  not  least  to  teach  teachers  how  to  teach  commercial 
subjects.  There  is  a  greater  demand  on  the  high  schools  of  today  to  teach  the  subjects 
that  are  found  in  a  modern  and  efficient  business  department  than  at  any  previous  time. 
It  is  to  meet  these  demands  that  Normal  School  is  lending  every  effort. 

Since  teachers  of  commercial  courses  in  high  schools  are  usually  expected  to  teach  all 
the  subjects  of  the  ordinary  high  school  commercial  course,  students  expecting  to  handle 
this  work  should  at  least  include  in  their  preparation  the  following  courses :  Account- 
ing, Law,  Stenography,  Typewriting,  Office  Practice,  Methods  of  Teaching  Commercial 
Subjects,  and  Practice  Teaching. 

All  subjects  numbering  below  50  are  Academic,  and  those  numbering  50  and  above 
are  of  College  Rank. 

COMMERCIAL  30— Typewriting. 

Text:  Sorrelle's  Rational  Typewriting.  Students  are  trained  to  use  the  machine 
rapidly  and  accurately  by  the  touch  method. 

Offered  each  term,  one  credit  each. 

COMMERCIAL  40,  41,  42— Shorthand. 

Text:     Gregg  Manual  and  Speed  Practice. 

Either  one  or  all  of  the  above  quarters'  work  will  be  given  on  sufficient  demand.  Two 
credits  for  each  term. 

COMMERCIAL  43,  44,  45— Bookkeeping. 

Text:     20th  Century. 

Either  one  or  all  of  the  above  quarters'  work  will  be  given  on  sufficient  demand.  Two 
credits  for  each  term. 

COMMERCIAL  50— Bank  Accounting. 

This  course  treats  of  the  organization  and  management  of  a  bank.  Given  on  suffi- 
cient demand.     Two  credits  for  each  term. 

COMMERCIAL  51— Commercial  Law. 

Text:  Gano.  Given  on  sufficient  demand.  Two  and  one  half  credits  for  each 
term. 

COMMERCIAL  62 — Commercial  Geography.     See  Geography  and  Physics. 

COMMERCIAL  71— Practice  Teaching. 

Advanced  students  are  required  to  do  a  certain  amount  of  practice  teaching.  Credit 
on  Special  Commercial  Certificate. 

COMMERCIAL  72— Methods  of  Teaching  Commercial  Subjects. 
Given  on  sufficient  demand.     One  and  one  half  credits  each  term. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  DRAWING  AND  PENMANSHIP 
Miss  McCormack 

DRAWING  40 — Construction  Work  for  Primary  Grades. 

Text :    Loose-leaf  Note-book. 

This  course  deals  with  the  problems  of  the  first  four  grades  from  the  standpoint  of 
the  regular  grade  teacher.  Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  use  of  hand  work  as  a 
method  of  teaching  primary  subject  matter.  Paper  folding,  weaving,  raffia,  free-hand 
drawing,  and  other  forms  of  construction  work  will  be  studied. 

Two  Sections. 

Full  Quarter.     Three  periods  a  week — Two  credits. 

Each  Term.     Three  periods  a  week — One  credit. 

DRAWING  41.     Construction  Work  and  Drawing  for  Intermediate  Grades. 

In  this  course  continued  attention  is  given  to  the  use  of  hand  work  as  an  illustrative 
factor  where  it  can  be  used  to  advantage  in  teaching  Geography,  History,  Literature 
and  the  industries. 

Still  life,  free-hand  drawing,  landscape,  and  composition.  Problems  in  paper,  card- 
board, and  booklet  making.

The  object  of  this  course  is  to  teach  a  rapid,  plain,  unshaded,  and  easily  executed 
system  of  busines  penmanship.

PENMANSHIP  31. 

Text:     Palmer's  Method  of  Business  Writing.

The  relation  of  time,  poise, 
pitch,  melody  and  inflection  to  speech  is  demonstrated.     Open  to  all  students.

ENGLISH  45— Public  Speaking. 

Text:  Phillips'  Effective  Speaking.  The  object  of  the  course  is  to  train  students  to 
select,  arrange  and  present  material  in  order  to  affect  a  given  audience,  in  a  given  way, 
and  within  a  given  time.  The  course  deals  with  a  study  of  the  best  forms  of  composi- 
tion and  the  delivery  of  formal  and  informal  speeches,  debates  and  declamations.

ENGLISH  46— Public  School  English. 

This  course  is  designed  for  the  teachers  of  the  four  upper  elementary  school  grades. 
Several  prose  and  poetry  selections  will  be  intensively  studied  from  the  pedagogical 
viewpoint  as  types.  Barnes'  "English  in  the  Rural  Schools"  will  be  used  as  the  basis 
for  the  study  of  problems  dealing  with  rural  schools.

A  critical,  com- 
prehensive study  will  be  made  of  Wordsworth,  Byron,  Coleridge,  Campbell,  Shelley 
Keats,  Scott  and  Southey.     Winter  quarter.

ENGLISH  68— Teaching  of  High  School  English. 

Text:  An  introduction  to  English  Classics  by  Trent,  Brewster  and  Hanson,  and 
Chubb 's  Teaching  of  English.  About  eight  of  the  high  school  classics  will  be  taught  with 
special  reference  to  methods  and  correlated  composition  and  rhetoric.  Several  lectures 
^will  be  given  on  the  status  of  teaching  English.  Students  contemplating  taking  this 
-course  should  provide  themselves  with  most  of  the  classics  taught  in  high  school. 
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This  course  may  be  substituted  for  English  60,  61,  or  62

This  course  will  give  the  background  for  critical  study  of  Shakespeare's  tragedies,  and 
will  assist  the  teacher  of  High  School  English  to  bring  to  his  classes  a  better  understand- 
ing of  the  subject  and  fresh  material  to  his  classes. 

The  history  of  tragedy  will  be  outlined  (including  Greek  tragedy  and  Aristotle's 
Poetics.)  Attention  will  be  given  to  contemporary  criticism,  especially  Thorndike  and 
Bradley.  A  careful  study  of  four  plays  will  be  made,  Hamlet,  King  Lear,  Othello,  and 
King  John. 

A  close  comparison  will  be  made  between  these  plays  and  their  sources,  found  in 
Hazlitt's  Shakesperian  Library.  Assignments  will  be  made  for  the  discussion  of  such 
topics  as  Shakespeare's  verse,  Shakespeare's  prose,  Devices  for  Retarding  Action,  Comic 
Element,  Shakespeare's  Fools,  Thought  Explicitly  Expressed.  This  course  may  be 
substituted  for  English  60,  61,  or  62.

In  response  to  the  growing  demand  for  Manual  Training  teachers  in  County  and 
Agricultural  High  Schools  the  Summer  Courses  in  this  department  will  be  intensely 
practical  in  nature.  Although  we  have  a  splendid  equipment  of  motor  driven  power 
machinery  the  prospective  Manual  Training  teacher  will  be  limited  to  the  use  of  the 
ordinary  bench  and  tool  equipment  to  be  found  in  the  average  school.  We  desire 
especially  to  stress  the  correlation  of  courses  with  agricultural  work.  The  poultry  house 
on  the  school  farm,  together  with  a  number  of  lesser  projects  constructed  by  Manual 
Training  students,  bears  witness  to  the  fact  that  the  work  given  is  real,  not  theoretical. 
All  students  specializing  in  Agriculture  are  urged  to  take  at  least  one  course  in  Manual 
Training. 

MANUAL  TRAINING  43— Elementary  Mechanical 

Drawing MR.  C.  H.  WILSON 

Text :    Mechanical  Drawing  for  High  Schools — French  and  Svenson. 

A  course  for  teachers  of  Manual  Training  who  desire  a  drill  in  the  fundamentals  of 
drafting  or  for  students  who  have  had  no  definite  instruction  in  Mechanical  Drawing. 
The  course  will  include  a  study  of  the  following  topics — (1)  Use  of  instruments,  (2)

Bulletin   West  Tennessee   State   Normal   School 


General  Information 


The  Winter  Quarter  of  the  West  Tennessee  State  Normal  School, 
session  of  1922-23,  will  open  on  Tuesday,  January  2,  1923. 

All  students  should  register  and  be  classified  promptly,  as  class 
work   will  begin  on  Wednesday,  January  3. 

In  addition  to  the  courses  offered  leading  to  the  Normal  School 
Diploma  and  Certificate  courses,  review  courses  in  the  elementary 
school  subjects  are  given.  Certain  courses  known  as  Teachers' 
Courses  are  also  offered.  These  courses  combine  a  review  of  the 
subject  matter  with  metho.is  of  teaching.  The  student  may  thus  re- 
new certificates  to  teach  while  pursuing  courses  which  fit  them  for 
their  especial  line  of  work  or  lead  to  Normal  School  Credits  on  Diplo- 
mas or  Certificates. 

EXTENSION    COURSES 

Realizing  the  imperative  demand  for  trained  teachers  and  wishing 
to  meet  that  demand  as  far  as  practicable,  the  West  Tennessee  State 
Normal  School  offers  unusual  Extension  Courses  to  all  teachers  who 
are  desirous  of  increasing  their  professional  efficiency.  In  order  that 
teachers  throughout  West  Tennessee  may  have  opportunity  of  prose- 
cuting Extension  Courses  which  will  lead  to  a  Certificate  or  a  Diploma, 
the  Normal  School  is  holding  regular  sessions  on  Saturday.  These 
sessions  will  continue  through  the  Winter  and  Spring  terms. 

This  arrangement  gives  opportunity  of  spending  one  whole  day 
each  week  in  class  room,  lecture,  laboratory,  or  library  work  under 
the  supervision  of  the  faculty.  Furthermore,  members  of  the  Normal 
School  Faculty  meet  classes  in  the  city  of  Memphis  twice  each  week, 
thus  allowing  additional  opportunity  for  ambitious  teachers  to  secure 
Normal  training  by  taking  some  one  of  the  Extension  Courses  offered. 


MODEL  SCHOOL 

A  model  school  for  demonstration  has  been  established  in  the 
West  Tennessee  Normal  School  building  under  the  department  of  edu- 
cation. In  this  model  school  the  students  of  the  Normal  School  have 
the  opportunity  of  observing  the  children  actually  at  work.  Model 
lesson  plans  will  be  furnished  by  the  teachers  in  the  department  of 
education  illustrating  the  principles  of  educational  processes. 
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New  Buildings 

THE    MEN'S    DORMITORY 

This  building,  fireproof  in  its  construction,  contains  fifty  double 
bedrooms,  provided  with  commodious  closets,  and  will  accommodate 
one  hundred  men.  The  rooms  will  be  adequately  provided  with  fur- 
niture and  fixtures.  The  building  is  also  provided  with  a  large  re- 
ception hall  or  lobby.  There  are  ample  bathrooms  and  trunkrooms. 
The  building  is  heated  with  steam,  lighted  by  electricity,  and  supplied 
with  hot  and  cold  water. 

THE    DINING     HALL 

This  admirable  structure  contains  a  spacious  hall,  capable  of 
seating  eight  hundred  guests.  The  large  and  well-lighted  kitchen  is 
provided  with  all  modern  conveniences,  including  up-to-date  ranges, 
ovens  and  cold-storage.  It  is  generally  conceded  to  be  the  largest  and 
most  artistic  structure  of  its  kind  in  the  State. 
THE   POWER   PLANT 

All  the  buildings  on  the  grounds  will  be  heated  and  lighted  from 
this  plant.  It  contains  a  great  battery  of  boilers  for  heating,  and 
great  dynamos  for  lighting  the  buildings  and  grounds.  The  second 
story  of  this  building  will  be  devoted  entirely  to  the  use  of  the  school 
laundry. 

EXPENSES 

There  are  no  tuition  charges  to  students  who  are  residents  of 
Tennessee.  Non-residents  are  charged  $20.00  for  each  of  the  quarters. 
All  students  pay  a  registration  fee  of  $3.00  and  a  Students'  Activity 
fee  of  $2.00  for  each  quarter. 

There  are  a  few  single  rooms  in  the  dormitory  and  a  few  others 
capable  of  accommodating  three  students,  but  in  general  only  two 
students  are  allowed  to  occupy  a  room. 

Single  rooms  are  rented  for  $2.50  per  week. 

Good  board  has  been  furnished  in  the  dining  hall  for  $3.00  per 
week.     We  shall  endeavor  to  maintain  this  rate,  but  the  authorities 
reserve  the  right  to  increase  this  rate  if  necessary.

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A  breakage  fee  or  deposit  of  $2.50  is  required  of  all  students 
boarding  in  dormitories.  Day  students  pay  a  breakage  fee  of  $1.25. 
They  will  be  held  responsible  for  damage  done  by  them  to  buildings, 
furniture,  apparatus  or  other  property,  the  cost  thereof  to  be  deducted 
from  the  deposit  at  end  of  the  session.  In  case  responsibility  for 
damage  cannot  be  fixed,  the  cost  will  be  distributed  among  the  stu- 
dents concerned. 

The  breakage  fee  is  charged  only  one  time  per  session,  being 
payable  when  the  student  first  enters  the  institution. 

All  fees  must  be  paid  in  advance. 

Rooms  are  rented  by  the  quarter  and  no  reduction  will  be  made 
for  absence  during  the  quarter.     No  reduction  in  board  will  be  made 

for  absence  less  than  two  weeks,  and  do  reduction  for  the  first  or  last 
two  weeks  of  term.

LAUNDRY 

The  West  Tennessee  State  Normal  School  owns  and  operates  a 
modern,  sanitary  laundry.  Students  occupying  rooms  on  the  campus 
are  required  to  have  their  laundry  work  done  here,  and  therefore  pay 
the  laundry  fee.  This  rule  has  been  made  for  sanitary  reasons  and  is 
rigidly  enforced.  No  exceptions  whatever  will  be  made  and  all 
students  who  board  on  the  campus  will  be  required  to  pay  the 
laundry  fee.

Review  Courses

credits  will  be  allowed  for  five  recitations  a  week.  Certain  courses 
known  as  teachers'  courses  are  also  given  during  the  regular  term. 
These  courses  combine  a  review  of  the  subject  matter  with  methods 
of  teaching.     They  give  four  Normal  credits. 


Department  of  Education 

The  department  of  education  offers  to  prospective  students  of  the 
teaching  profession  a  course  of  study  which  is  especially  fitted  for 
their  training.  In  planning  the  courses,  great  pains  have  been  taken 
to  preserve  the  proper  balance  between  the  theoretical  and  the  prac- 
tical. The  progressive  administrators  of  school  systems  are  demand- 
ing better  equipped  teachers,  and  professional  training  is  being  em- 
phasized more  than  ever  before.  Many  courses  in  this  department 
are  designed  to  help  superintendents  and  supervising  principals  to 
raise  the  standard  of  efficiency  in  their  schools.  This  department 
offers  36  credits  required  in  the  Normal  course  for  graduation,  and 
several  elective  courses.  The  work  in  observation  and  practice  teach- 
ing, under  expert  direction,  will  give  the  prospective  teacher  the 
advantage  of  many  years  of  experience. 
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The  Following  Courses  Are  Designed  to  Meet  the  Needs  of   Students 

Who  Are  Planning  to  Teach  After  Completing 

the  High   School  Course 

EDUCATION  31— Principles  of  Teaching MR.  DEEN 

Text:  Strayer  and  Norsworthy.  This  course  will  afford  a  study 
of  various  principles  that  control  all  successful  teaching.  The  formal 
steps  in  teaching  explained  and  illustrated  by  model  lessons.  The 
teachers'  preparation  of  the  lesson.  Drill  is  given  in  making  lesson 
outlines  and  plans.  Offered  fall,  winter,  spring  and  summer  quarters. 
One  Full  Quarter.     Four  periods  a  week — Four  Credits. 

EDUCATION  32— School  Management  and  Law MR.  DEEN 

Text:  Bennett's  School  Efficiency.  This  course  will  include  a 
study  of  the  fundamental  problems  of  school  management,  the  philos- 
ophy of  discipline,  the  recitation,  school  buildings  and  grounds,  school 
government  with  special  attention  to  the  moral  aspects  of  the  subjects. 
School  law  of  Tennessee  will  be  offered  as  a  part  of  this  course.  Pre- 
scribed.    Winter,   spring  and  summer  quarters. 

One  Quarter.     Four  periods  a  week — Four  Credits. 

Certificate  and  Diploma  Courses 

EDUCATION  50— General   Psychology MR.   HUGHES 

A  study  of  the  main  facts  of  the  central  nervous  system  as  the 
physiological  basis  of  behavior;  consciousness  and  habit  formation; 
the  sense  organs,  sensation,  perception,  memory,  imagination,  reason- 
ing, will,  instinct  and  character.  Some  elementary  experiments  will 
be  p01 formed.  This  course  is  prerequisite  to  all  other  Diploma  courses 
in  Education. 

Offered  Every  Quarter.     Four  periods  a  week — Four  Credits. 

EDUCATION  51— Child  Study MR.  HUGHES 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  prospective  teacher  a 
knowledge  of  the  mental  growth  and  development  of  the  child.  The 
influence  of  heredity  and  environment;  instinctive  tendencies  as  the 
basis  of  habit;  development  of  moral  nature;  practical  applications  to 
the  problems  of  discipline;  the  fundamental  facts  of  the  child's 
physical  development  and  their  relation  to  progress  in  school. 

Winter  and  Summer  Quarters.   Four  periods  a  week — Four  Credits. 

EDUCATION  56— Primary  Methods MISS  BEATTY 

Application  of  educational  principles  underlying  all  primary  work. 
Reading;  practical  plans  for  daily  lessons,  script  and  print;  supple- 
mentary reading.  Language,  principles,  method  of  composition. 
Arithmetic,  efficiency  in  fundamentals.    Spelling,  writing,  story-telling, 
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history,  geography  and  nature  study — all  correlated  with  hand  work. 
Offered  fall,  winter,  spring  and  summer  quarters.     Prescribed. 
One  Quarter.    Four  periods  a  week — Four  Credits. 

EDUCATION  61— Principles  of  Teaching MR.  HUGHES 

This  course  deals  with  the  practical  application  of  psychology  to 

the  teaching  of  the  elementary  school  subjects.    It  includes  a  study  of 

various   standardized   educational   tests    and    practice     in    statistical 

methods. 

Winter  Quarter.    Four  periods  a  week — Four  Credits. 

EDUCATION  66— Practice  Teaching MISS  BEATTY 

This  course   consists  of  lectures,    conferences,    observation    and 

practice  teaching.  Offered  fall,  winter  and  spring  quarters.  Prescribed. 
One  Quarter.     Four  periods  a  week — Four  Credits. 

EDUCATION  71— School  Law MR.  HUGHES 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  teacher  the  knowledge 
that  is  necessary  for  intelligent  co-operation  with  state  and  county 
officials.  The  school  laws  of  Tennessee  and  the  State  Superintend- 
ent's reports  will  be  made  the  basis  of  a  thorough  study  of  the  princi- 
ples of  state  and  county  administration.  A  comparative  study  of  the 
systems  of  the  Southern  states  and  several  Northern  and  Western 
states  will  be  made. 

Winter  Quarter.    Four  periods  a  week — Four  Credits. 

Department  of  Agriculture 

Agriculture  41 — Poultry  Husbandry 

Text:  Productive  Poultry  Husbandry,  by  Lewis.  This  course  is 
designed  to  teach  the  student  how  to  produce  eggs  for  profit,  incuba- 
tion, cull  chickens,  incubate  and  brood  young  chicks,  and  other  things 
relative  to  the  poultry  industry. 

One  Quarter — Four  Credits. 

Agriculture  51 — Horticulture 

Text:  Productive  Orcharding  (Green).  Plant  propagation  is  taken 
up  here.  A  study  of  all  our  fruits,  including  diseases  and  insects,  is 
made  at  this  time.  Pruning  and  spraj  ig  will  make  up  some  of  the 
work.    Flower  and  landscape  gardeniLj,  will  be  a  part  of  this  course. 

One  Quarter — Four  Credits. 

Agriculture  61 — Farm   Mechanics  and  Engineering 

Text:  Field  Trips  and  Outdoor  Work.  Handling  tractors,  harrows, 
trucks  and  farm  machinery.  Surveying  ditches,  grounds  and  terracing. 
Laying  out  buildings,  installing  waterworks,  electric  lights  and  home 
conveniences.

Department  of  Chemistry 

The  war  has  shown,  as  never  before,  the  possibilities  of  Chemistry- 
Early  in  the  struggle  our  Government  had  the  foresight  to  establish  a 
Chemical  War  Board.  Direct  applications  of  the  subject,  both  for  the 
successful  prosecution  of  the  war  and  for  carrying  on  the  many  com- 
mercial enterprises,  were  clearly  set  forth.  As  a  result,  the  war  was 
brought  to  a  close  much  more  quickly,  and  many  new  industries  were 
firmly  established.  Now,  we  make  our  dyes,  explosives,  fertilizers  and 
many  proprietary  medicines.  Recently,  General  Pershing  recom- 
mended to  Congress  that  the  standing  army  be  reduced,  but  that  the 
various  research  boards,  including  Chemistry,  be  increased  and  con- 
tinued. 

This  shows,  to  some  extent,  the  modern  trend  of  thought.  To 
create  and  foster  interest  in  the  subject  is  one  of  the  chief  aims  of  the 
Department.  To  this  end,  special  attention  is  given  to  beginners. 
Furthermore,  a  wide  variety  of  College  Courses  are  offered.  Attention 
is  called  to  the  courses  in  Qualitative  and  Quantitative  Analysis,  Food 
Analysis,  Organic  Chemistry  and  Industrial  and  Applied  Chemistry, 
all  of  which  will  be  offered  during  the  Winter  Term.  These  courses 
are  intensely  interesting  and  practical,  and  should  not  be  overlooked 
by  students  majoring  in  Science. 

Teachers  and  prospective  students  are  advised  of  the  growing 
demand  for  well-trained  science  teachers.  To  meet  this  condition, 
special  emphasis  is  given  to  the  teaching  of  chemistry.  Course  51  is 
planned  and  offered,  not  only  for  the  purpose  of  giving  fundamental 
information,  but  also  for  the  purpose  of  giving  ideas  on  the  teaching 
subject. 

There  is  also  a  growing  tendency  to  emphasize  the  application  of 
Chemistry  on  the  farm  and  in  the  home.  Its  necessity,  for  an  intelli- 
gent understanding  and  solving  of  the  present  economic  problems,  is 
very  manifest.     Courses  50,  51  and  52  are  planned  to  this  end. 

The  Normal  School  offers  exceptional  opportunities  to  students  in 
the  way  of  laboratory  equipment.  A  well-equipped  laboratory  fitted 
with  all  of  the  modern  appliances  and  apparatus  is  maintained.  Only 
a  nominal  fee  of  $1.50  is  charged  each  student  for  a  course  of  one  term.

Department  of  Commerce 

The  aims  of  this  department  are  (1)  to  make  it  possible  for  teach- 
ers to  secure  a  knowledge  of  business  subjects  as  a  part  of  their 
general  education.  The  keeping  of  accounts  is  necessary  to  every 
individual,  and  the  mastery  of  typewriting  and  shorthand  gives  him 
possession  of  inestimable  value  in  his  studies  as  well  as  in  any  busi- 
ness or  profession  in  which  he  may  engage;  (2)  but  not  least  to  teach 
teachers  how  to  teach  commercial  subjects.  There  is  a  greater  de- 
mand on  the  high  schools  of  today  to  teach  subjects  that  are  found  in 
a  modern  and  efficient  business  department  than  at  any  previous  time. 
It  is  to  meet  these  demands  that  Normal  School  is  lending  every 
effort. 

Since  teachers  of  commercial  courses  in  high  schools  are  usually 
expected  to  teach  all  the  subjects  of  the  ordinary  high  school  commer- 
cial course,  students  expecting  to  handle  this  work  should  at  least 
include  in  their  preparation  the  following  courses:  Accounting,  Law, 
Stenography,  Typewriting,  Office  Practice  Methods  of  Teaching  Com- 
mercial Subjects,  and  Practice  Teaching. 

The  following  courses  will  be  offered  during  the  Winter  Quarter: 
Commercial — 30,  31,  and  32. 
Commercial — 41,  and  probably  42. 
Commercial — 43,  44,  and  45. 
Commercial — 52.      (See  July  bulletin.) 

If  the  demand  should  be  great  enough  we  shall  be  pleased  to  offer 
some  other  course  besides  those  above. 

High  School  subjects  are  numbered  30's  and  40's.  Commercial 
subjects  numbered  50  and  above  are  open  to  High  School  graduates 
only. 
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Department  of  Drawing  and  Writing 

Drawing  50 — Drawing  and  Construction  Work  for  Grades  One  to  Four 

Text:  Loose  Leaf  Notebook.  This  course  deals  with  the  problems 
of  the  first  four  grades  from  the  standpoint  of  the  regular  grade 
teacher.  Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  use  of  hand  book  work 
as  a  method  of  teaching  primary  subject  matter.  Paper  folding,  weav- 
ing, free-hand  drawing,  and  other  forms  of  construction  work 
will  be  studied. 

One  Quarter — Three  Credits. 

Drawing  51 — Construction  Work  and  Drawing  for  Intermediate  Grades 

In  this  course  continued  attention  is  given  to  the  use  of  hand  work 
as  an  illustrative  factor  where  it  can  be  used  to  advantage  in  teaching 
geography,  history,   literature,  and  the  industries. 

Still  life,  free-hand  drawing,  landscape  and  composition.  Prob- 
lems in  paper  and  cardboard,  and  booklet  making. 

One  Quarter — Three  Credits. 

Penmanship    50 

Text:  Palmer's  Method  of  Business  Writing.  The  object  of  this 
course  is  to  teach  a  rapid,  plain,  unshaded,  and  easily  executed  system 
of  business  penmanship. 

Four  Periods  a  Week — Two  Credits.

Department  of  Manual  Training 

All  courses  in  the  Manual  Training  Department  are  continuous, 
i.  e.,  begin  the  Fall  Quarter  and  continue  throughout  the  year.  There 
are,  however,  several  courses  which  might  be  taken  up  at  the  Winter 
Quarter,  providing  the  student  has  had  some  previous  work. 

The  course  in  Elementary  Woodwork  will  proceed  in  the  study  of 
ordinary  carpenters'  tools  and  their  uses,  making  problems  suitable 
for  eighth  grade  or  first  year  high  school  pupils.  Any  one  who  has 
had  the  Summer  Quarter  course  in  woodwork  at  this  institution,  or  an 
equivalent  course,  may  enter  this  class. 

Classes  in  Advanced  Woodwork,  using  power  machinery,  will  be 
open  to  those  who  have  had  one  year's  work  in  bench  work,  or  its 
equivalent. 

Students  who  have  had  the  Summer  Quarter  Course  in  Mechanical 
Drawing — Manual  Training  43 — may  enroll  in  Manual  Training  44,  and 
any  one  having  credit  for  first  year  Mechanical  Drawigg  may  enroll 
in  Architectural  Drawing — Manual  Training  62.

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Department  of  Mathematics 

The  work  in  Mathematics  in  the  West  Tennessee  State  Normal 
School  begins  with  arithmetic  and  includes  courses  in  algebra,  geom- 
etry, trigonometry,  college  algebra  and  analytics.  In  arithmetic  there 
is  a  course  stressing  the  content  side  where  pupils  are  taught  the  sub- 
ject matter  of  arithmetic.  In  another  class  the  emphasis  is  placed  on 
methods  of  teaching  arithmetic,  and  the  subject  matter,  while  taught, 
is  of  secondary  importance  and  is  used  as  material  in  the  method 
class. 

Accuracy,  rapidity,  thoroughness  and  an  appreciation  of  the  edu- 
cational and  practical  value  of  arithmetic  are  taught  the  pupil. 

This  is  given  after  the  pupil  has  had  algebra  and  geometry.  With 
the  knowledge  of  arithmetic  gained  by  his  former  study  and  the 
courses  in  algebra  and  geometry,  the  pupil  gets  a  new  meaning  and  a 
more  comprehensive  grasp  of  the  subject  than  was  possible  earlier  in 
his  course.  At  this  stage  of  advancement  a  course  in  methods  may  be 
given  to  great  advantage  to  those  who  are  to  become  teachers. 

In  the  course  in  mathematics  beyond  arithmetic,  emphasis  is 
mainly  on  the  content  side  or  on  the  subject  matter,  but  frequent  refer- 
ence is  made  to  the  teaching  of  the  subjects. 

In  all  the  classes  in  mathematics  it  is  constantly  kept  in  mind  by 
both  teacher  and  pupil  that  there  is  both  a  cultural  and  a  practical 
value,  and  the  study  and  teaching  are  done  with  these  purposes  in 
view.  In  no  other  courses,  perhaps,  is  real  logic,  real  logical  thinking, 
so  well  taught  and  the  habit  so  well  acquired  as  in  classes  in  mathe- 
matics, properly  studied  and  properly  presented. 

In  our  classes  in  the  Normal  School  constant  effort  is  made  to 
connect  and  correlate  the  problems  of  the  school  with  the  problems  of 
life.  It  has  been  found  here  and  elsewhere  that  this  correlation  not 
only  adds  materially  to  the  interest  and  success  of  the  pupil  while  in 
school,  but  also  furnishes  him  valuable  equipment  in  the  way  of  ac- 
quiring the  power  of  application  in  the  problems  of  real  life.  Pupils 
are  taught  that  mathematics  is  a  growing  science,  and  an  earnest  effort 
is  made  to  train  more  thorough  and  more  practical  teachers  who  love, 
who  believe  in,  nd  who  will  become  more  enthusiastic  teachers  of  it 
to  others.

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Department  of  Music 

Music  ranks  as  a  regular  department  in  the  Normal  School  and 
proper  credit  will  be  given  those  taking  any  of  the  regular  courses. 
Thorough  and  complete  courses  by  competent  teachers  may  be  had  in 
the  following  subjects:  Public  School  Music,  Piano,  Violin,  Voice, 
Brass  and  Wood  Wind  Instruments,  Theory,  Harmony  and  Musical 
History. 

Students  may  major  in  music.  A  minimum  of  28  hours  are  required.

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Department  of  Modern  Languages 

A  history  of  France  in  French  for  the  first  year  class,  and  master- 
pieces of  French  literature  for  more  advanced  classes  will  be  read 
during  the  Winter  Quarter. 

"Easy  Spanish  Plays,"  Moratin's  "El  Si  de  las  Ninas,"  and  enter- 
taining portions  of  Don  Quixote  will  delight  Spanish  classes. 

The  language  being  taught,  whether  French  or  Spanish,  is  as 
much  as  possible  the  language  of  the  class  room.  The  method  em- 
ployed in  presentation  is  simple,  direct,  concise  and  comprehensive. 

Much  time  is  given  to  the  study  of  grammar.  Careful  attention  is 
paid  to  vocabulary,  constructions,  idioms,  conversation,  composition, 
and  to  original  themes.  Prospective  teachers  are  trained  in  habits 
of  accuracy  and  precision,  and  in  understanding  and  appreciation  of 
the  author's  style.

Department  of  Physics  and 
Geography 

We  invite  the  attention  of  young  teachers  to  the  advantages  of- 
fered by  our  Department  of  Physics  and  Geography. 

Probably  not  a  half  dozen  high  schools  in  West  Tennessee  have 
well-equipped  physical  laboratories.  The  young  teacher  will  find  in 
the  West  Tennessee  State  Normal  School  what  he  has  so  sorely  missed 
in  the  high  school  of  his  home  town — a  well-equipped  physical  lab- 
oratory. The  courses  offered  are  intensely  practical.  The  student 
sees  how  the  forces  of  nature  are  made  to  do  the  world's  work. 

Physics  is  not  a  study  for  men  only,  as  some  have  thought. 
Modern  household  economy  is  so  completely  dominated  by  scientific 
appliances  as  to  render  a  knowledge  of  physics  indispensable  to  the 
best  regulation  of  the  home.  A  good  housekeeper  wants  to  under- 
stand the  principles  involved  in  such  common  things  as  the  thermos 
bottle,  the  fireless  cooker,  the  hot  air  furnace,  the  electric  bell,  the 
electric  smoothing  iron,  the  electric  light,  etc. 

For  the  Winter  Quarter,  the  following  courses  are  offered: 

Physics  41 — Electricity,  Sound  and  Light — Four  Credits. 

Physics  61 — A  College  Course  in  Electricity — Four  Credits. 

Perequisites :  Physics  40  and  41,  and  Plane  Trigonometry. 
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GEOGRAPHY 

The  following  courses  in  Geography  will  be  offered  during  the 
Winter  Quarter: 

Geography  41 — A  Teachers'  Course   in  Geography — Four   Credits. 

Geography  51 — College  Geography.  This  course  emphasizes  geo- 
graphic controls  and  causal  relations.  It  gives  to  teachers  the  back- 
ground and  viewpoint  necessary  to  successful  teaching — Four  Credits. 

Geography  61 — College  Physiography — Four  Credits. 

Department  of   Physical   Education 

Physical   Education  50 

Elementary  work  in  marching,  calisthenics,  gymnastic  dances  and 
games. 

Three  times  per  week — One  Credit. 

Physical  Education  51 

The  work  includes  Indian  club  drills,  dumb-bell  drill,  wand  drills, 
and  pyramid  building.  Elementary  work  on  apparatus,  fancy  march- 
ing and  games. 

Four  times  per  week — Two  Credits.    Every  quarter. 

Physical   Education  54 

A  playground  methods  course.  The  teaching  of  plays  and  games 
and  folk  dances.  Fundamentals  in  volley  ball,  indoor  baseball,  basket- 
ball and  tennis.  Elementary  drills  in  Indian  clubs,  dumb-bells  and 
wands. 

Four  times  per  week — Four  Credits.  Every  quarter.  Note  book 
required. 

Physical  Education  54A 

Athletic  coaching.  Planned  to  give  a  theoretical  and  a  practical 
knowledge  for  coaching  the  four  major  sports,  football,  basketball, 
baseball,  and  track  and  field  meets  (men  only).    Note  book  required. 

Four  Credits — Summer  term  only.  Two  Credits  for  each  five 
weeks. 

Physical  Education  55 

Basketball  for  women.  This  course  consists  in  actual  playing  of 
the  game.    Hours  to  be  arranged. 

Three  times  per  week — One  Credit.    Fall  and  winter  quarters.
